Washington, Oct. 6—American de- 


Btrfoyers have sunk a considerable 
number of German U-boats. The first 
of a series of descriptions portraying 
battles between these destroyers and 
enemy submarines was made public 
by the Committee on Public Informa- 
tion today. 


The first encounter in which a U- 


Boat was apparently sunk within full 
view of a fleet of merchant ships is 
graphically described in a following 
paragraph. The date of the encount- 
er is withheld as is also the name of 
the destroyer in the engagement. The 
American destroyer first sighted the 
submarine in the early morning on a 
clear day with the seas running calm. 
The 
-dbmarine was 
running sub- 


merged with only the periscope show- 
ing and the destroyer was acting as a 
convoy to a large number of mer- 
chant ships which were in full view. 


The U-boat was rushed at imme- 


diately off port of the destroyer and 
following a parallel course in an op- 
posite direction when the periscope 
was discovered. , TMuWBsvrtnrowimr a1 
column of water ,^pve»»ltt feet hfeh.

Price to Go Up 


Operators representatives 
agreed 


to the new wages on condition that 
they be absorbed in higher coal prices. 
After the agreement, drawn by a sub- 
committee, is ratified tomorrow by the 
full conference they will go to the 
fuel administration and ask a revision 
upward of present coal prices to meet 
the raise. The wage increase, accord- 
ing to operators, estimates, will add 
from 35 to 50 cents, a ton to the cost 
of producing1 coal in thick vein mines 
and considerably more in mines con- 
taining the thinner veins. 


The new contract will contain pro- 


visions to prevent strikes and lock- 
outs and will be so drawn as to make 
it impossible for either operators or 
miners to break it on the grounds of 
changed conditions. 
It will run for 


the duration of the war, provided the 
war does not continue more than two 
years. 


The Advances 


Under the agreement an increase 


of 10 cents a ton will be paid for pick 
and machine mining as against the 
miners /first demand for 15 cents; day 
labor will be advanced $1.40 a day in- 
stead of the $1.90 asked; the pay for 
yardage and dead work 
will be in- 


creased 15 per cent .instead of 20 per 
cent, demanded. 
Trappers will get 


75 cente a day raise and other boys 
$1.00.
